INTRODUCTION. 



V^ Description of LjiNC aster in a detach^ 
ed form, though frequently inquired for, ha9 
never till now been published; such short Ac^ 
counts of it as ham appeared, being generally 
the production of transient Visitors who have 
taken only a partial vteroo of the Town m theiir 
rout through it, cannot consequently be expected 
to be correct : this olgection, it is hoped, wUl 
now be obviated; as the strictest accuracy ha^ 
been attended to in this- collection, and reference- 
is generally made, at the foot of the page, fa 
the authorities from which the historic^ vnteU^ 
ligence has been derived. The olfject of the 
compiler was not to make a voluminous cmid 
expensive work, but to comprise all the import-^ 
qnt information respecting this ancient Town 
in as nafrow a compass as was consistent with 
his sulfject^ 

In compiling the History of any particular 
place, the insertion of some circumstances of 
a more gen^cd nature is qfilen unawidablei aa 
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( VI ) 

T>emg necessary to the better elucidation of some 
f articular subjects; but wherever it has been 
thought not absolutely requisite, such general 
information has alWflys been r^^cted^ 

From the Roman Remains frequently found 
„at Lancaster, it is evident that thfi site of this 
Town has been occupied by the Romans a^ 
j)ne of their stations, ajid from its situatioft 
it muist have been of consid^able importance; 
put, with respect to its denomination by thcft 
people^ Antiquaries have differed in opinion; 
it has generally been described as the Longo^ 
ricuM of the Notitia: Camden says, ^' Botjt 
the present name, and that of the river, seem 
to mark it out for the old Longoficum ; 
where, under the Lieutenant of Brftain (as the 
Notitia informs us) a Company of the Longq^ 
rici, who tpok that name from the place, were 
in garrison." Mr, Whitaker, th^ learned his^ 
. torian of Manchester, supposes it to 'have been 
the station Jd^Alavn^hm, mentioned in the Iti-- 
nerary of Ricl^ard qf Cirencester *, but it does 
not appear that Mr. Whitaker has proposed amf 
pther place as the Longoficum of the Notitia. 

Whether it was known to the Romans by

TFHE County of Lancaster id supposed to 
have been first settlied by a colony of the Cel- 
tasj about fire hundred years before the birth 
t)f Christ; after taking possession of th^ 
Wockly Region of Lancashire^ the Colonists 
i'eceiyed the name of Setantii^ Sistantii, of 
Sistuntii^ which denomination was expressive 
of their maritime situation^ signifying the 
country of waters. The Voluntii, or Volan- 
tii^ were also a colony of the same people^ 
which had settled in Westmorland and Cum- 
berland *. 

The neighbouring tribe of the firigantes 
had> at this period> their dominion confined

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to the counties of York and Durham; but 
about the commencement of the Christian sera 
they detached a strong party of warriors 
across the hills which separate Yorkshire 
from Lancashire, who at length subdued both 
the Sistuntii and the Voluntii, which tribes 
then took the general appellation of Bri- 
gantes *. 

The Roman General Julius Agricola in hisf 
second campaign in Britain, in the year of 
the Christian aera 79, reduced the Briton» 
inhabiting Lancashire f , which, as before sta- 
ted, then comprised part of the Brigantic 
territory : . the British Inhabitailts ef Lanca* 
idiire, Westmorland, Cumberland, and to Cra- 
ven, in the county of York, have been deno-- 
minated the western Brigantes, to distinguish 
them from the same tribe inhabiting the east- 
ern coasts of the Island J. 

The Romans found a colony of the Bri- 
tons settled near tlie site of the present towtt 
of Lancaster, which was eaUed in the British 
language Caer Werid, signifying the Gr^en

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City^ from the constant verdure of the neigh- 
bouring hill: the old British appellation is 
still hinted at in the name of Green Aer *, 
the British construction being changed^ and 
Werid rendered into English f . Agricola, in 
the same year in which he conquered the 
western Brigantes^ erected several stations in 
Lanca^ire J, amongst which, were those of 
Ribchester, Overborough, Manchester, and 
LoNGOvicus or Lancaster : the inhabitants of 
the last were afterwards called Longovices, 
i. e. a people dwelling on the river Lon. 
The present name Lancaster, is from Lon^ 
(the river being anciently so denominated^ 
and more modernly the Loyne or Lune, ) an4 
Castra $, a camp or fortress, 

Lancashire was comprised Jn the Roman 
province of Maxima Cassariensis, which also 
contained Northumberland, Durham, Cum^x 
berland, Westmorland and Yorkshire |}.

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The Roman road from Lancaster to Mani- 
cunium or Manchester^ was probably near the 
situatioQ of the present road to the south;, 
th^t from Lancaster to Bremetonacas or Over- 
boroughj, without doubt ran not far distant 
from the Lune ^ : but the improved $tate of 
the country, in both instances, has destroyed, 
all remains of it. The Romans near their 
stations had centinels, appointed by the pre- 
fect or tribune of the garrison, to keep watch 
^t some convenient distance, always upon tho 
highest hill they could meet with in the 
neighbourhood of their stations; if the sta^ 
lion was situate in a flat country they threw 
Up a mount, and several of these mounts, ia 
the neighbourhood of Lancaster, are perfect 
at this day, viz. one at Halton, another at 
the east end of Lune's Bridge, near Hornby^ 
and a third at Melling. These mounts guard-^ 
ed the fords of the river, and also communi* 
cated from the garrison at Lancaster to that 
at Overborough. The stations of Lancaster 
and Watercrook, near Kendal, were connect- 
ed by the beacon on Ws^rton-Crag, and the

These mounts were c^led by the Homaps 
montes avploratorii. 

The Roman garrisons and stations between 
Lancaster and Severus's wall, (which extend- 
ed across the Island from the mouth of the 
Tine to Solway-frith, ) according to the No- 
titia*Iinperii, were as follow^

The Roman wall, which anciently surround- 
ed the station, was named Wery-wall, so 
called firom Werid, the lat^r British name of 
the town found here by the Romans *. Thisi 
wall may yet be traced in the Vicarage fields, 
the appearance of the ground there still 
proves that a double vallum once encircled 
the hill. A fragment of this wall is yet to be 
seen, adjoining the garden of John Ford, 
Esq. part of wftichj^ about eight feet above 
the ground and six feet in thickness, sustains 
the north wall of his summerThous^, adjoin- 
ing the Vicarage field : from which specimen^ 
it appears to have been an exceedingly strqng

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cemented mass^ capable of withstanding the 
rud^t shock. 

A list of the Roman garrisons and stations 
between Lanekster and Sever us 's wall is alrea- 
dy given^ extracted from the Notitia Imperii : 
we shall now point out the judicious situa- 
tions of these stations^ and their great import- 
ance to the Romans; this cannot be better 
done^ than by a quotation from Rauthmair* 
Antiquities of Overborough, especially as it 
will be seen the substafLce of tis remarks 
fire made use of by most of the topographi- 
cal writers who have, since his time, described 
this part of the country, whilst subject to the 
Remans. 

^^ When an army of Caledonians arose," 
says he, ^' and attempted to invade the empire 
in Britain; then they attempted Severus'g 
wall; and there are several instances of their 
breaking through that barrier getting into the 
empire, pluiMering 'and sacking all before 
them. At other times, when the Caledonians 
invaded the empire, it appears from the situa- 
tion of these eight garrisons, that their usual 
entrance was over Solway-frith at the west- 
end of Severus's wall. It is upon this ac-

touiit that Tlieodosius fixed garrlMns^ Upoi^ 
the seaH^oast of Cumberland^ to oppose thes^ 
Irobbers. The Caledonians could not enter 
the empire at the east-end of Severus's wall, 
because the mouth of the river Tine was both 
loo deep stnd too broad, either to swim oi^ 
ford. Solway-frith was the usu^ rout, by 
^hich the Caledonians entered the empire, 
When they were in single clans, and not able 
to attack the garrisons On the wall. As soon 
as a Caledonian clan had passed Solway-frith, 
if they skulked along the sea-coast of Cum-» 
berland, to g6t into Lancashire past all the 
. garrisons, there was a garrison at Virosidium> 
now Elenborough, on the sea-coast to op- 
pose them. This garrison^ according to the 
Author of the Notitia, consisted of a cohort 
of Nervian Soldiers; and there is visible to 
this day a mons exploratorius liear this for- 
tress, from which mount a centinel might 
view all the coast of Scotland on .the other 
side of Solway-frith, and spy the enemy on 
their distant approach. But if the Caledoni* . 
ans, by the assistance of a dark night, got safe 
by the fortress of Elenborough, there wa« 
another garrison more to the south, upon 
llie sel^-coast, called Arbeia, now Moresby.

This garrison^ according to the Notitk, C6il^ 
listed of Barcarian Soldiers to oppose the 
Caledonians. But if the Caledonians got safe 
by these twd garrisofts^ skulking along the 
sea-coast of Cumberland, there was a third 
garrison, still further south of this^ at Lon^ 
govicus, now Lancaster. T?his garrison ac* 
cording to the Notitia, consisted of the Lan*» 
castrians or townsmen. And if the Caledo- 
nians got past this garrison, there were no 
more garrisons south-west to the utmost parts 
of Britain. But if it happened that the 
clans of Caledonians got over Solway-^frith 
ill large bodies together, and had courage to 
fight the garrisons ; then they entered Cum- 
berland immediately about Olenacum, now old 
Carlisle. The author of the Notitia places 
the Ala Herculea at this fortress, so called m 
honour of Maximianus Herculeus, If the 
Caledonians passed this garrison and advanced 
towards the east, then was the garrison of 
Alone, now Whitley Castle, ready to oppose 
them. But if the Caledonians judged it more 
advisable to march towards the south, to get 
out of the reach of the eighteen garrisons on 
Severu8*s wall, then they fell in with the gar* 
rison of JSremetenracum^ now old Penrith or 

C 
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l?lunton wall. There was a noble garrisott 
here^ which is called^ according to the Noti- 
tia^ Cunefiis armaturiaruhi, which Vegetius 
says is a troop of horse ariiied in the most 
complete manner. If the Caledonians es- 
caped this garrison^ and marched on still souths 
then they came within the compass of the 
garrison of Dictis^ now Ambleside in West- 
morland. If^ the Caledonians got safe by the 
garrison of Ambleside^ where the Notitia 
places a company of Nervian S^oldiers, the 
ne3^t garrison to the south was at Concan- 
giuiii^ ftbw Kendal ; at this place the author 
of the Notitia mentions a company Of watch- 
men : and here it was vety proper^ because 
if the Caledonian-picts had adVanced tKus far 
uivdiscovered^ th^n were they got by all the 
fortresses^ except Overborough. So then they 
mighf pillage; plunder and. sack all before 
them without control. It was, therefore^ the 
business of Concangium td set watches at 
proper places^ and^ upon a discovery^ to ac- 
quaiht the other garrisons^ who being alarm- 
ed might prepare for pursuit and attack*'*, 

Lancaster was one of the last stations the' 
Romans abandoned^ on their withdrawing

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(rom Britain in the year of the Christian lera 
4'46, five hundred and one years after their 
first descent upon the Island ; and three hun- 
dred ^pd sixty-seven after thei;* first entrance 
.into Lancashire *, 

On the v^ithdrawing of the Romans from 
Britain, the Caledonians took advantage of 
their absence, an.d sacked and burnt all the 
towns in the north of England. The Saxons, 
being invited to the aid of the Britons, arri- 
ved in the Island A. D. 449, when the Cale^- 
donians, after being defeated by the Britons 
and Saxons, gave up their conquests, and re- 
tired into their own country. 

About the year 460 of the Christian aera, 
the Angles, under the command of Oct a 
and Ebessa, came over from Germany with 
forty ships, and landed on the east coast, be- 
tween the Tyne and the Forth, which district, 
being situate between the walls of Severus and 
Antoninus Pius, was at that time almost deso- 
late, they therefore fixed themselves in this 
part without much opposition; and it was 
C 2

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ever after found impossible to dispossess them; 
and having fresh reinforcements constantly ar- 
riving^ they repeatedly defeated the northern 
nations and the Britons ; and at length found- 
ed the kingdom of Northumbrian which was 
bounded by the rivers Humber and Mersey 
on the souths by the river Forth on the 
norths by the Irish sea on the west^ and the 
German ocean on the east * : the greatest ex- 
tent of which kingdom was about 150 miles 
in lengthy and 100 in breadth : it contained 
Lancashire^ Westmorland, Cumberland, York- 
shire, Durham, Northumberland^ and part of 
Scotland; the chief towns and cities were 
Lancaster, Carlisle, York, Durham, and Hex- 
ham, Northumbria was occasipnally divided 
into two independent kingdoms ; that part si- 
tuate southward of the Tyne was called Deira; 
and northward of that river^ Bernicia f . 

In the early part of the Saxdn heptarchy 
the country of the Strath-cluyd Britons, call- 
ed the kingdom of Cumbria, was in its most 
prosperous state^ at which time it extended 
from the river Ribble in Lancashire, along tho

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western coasts to the mouth of the Clyde: hni 
in the sixth and seventh centuries the kings of 
Deira and Bernicia conquered the south parts, 
and the Scots and Picts suhdued the north 
parts of Cumbria *. 

Lancaster^ as before nientioned, w^s one of 
the principal towns in the kingdom of Northi- 
uipbria during the Saxon heptarchy, and also 
whilst the Danes swayed the sceptre of North- 
umbria ; but, during these dark and illiterate 
ages, little information of a general, and con* 
sequently still less of a local, nature, has been 
handed down to posterity; and in this in- 
stance might be owing, in some measure, to 
the unsettled state of the Northumbrian king-^ 
dom, for ^*^of all the Anglo-Saxon govern- 
^^ ments, the kingdom of Northumbria had been 
"^ alwjiys the most perturbed. Usurper murdett- 
''^ ing usurper is the pervading incident. A 
^^ crowd of ghastly monarchs pass swiftly along 
■' the page of History as we gaze, and scarcely 
^' has the sword of the assassin been cleansed 
^' from its horrid pollution, before its point is 
^' turned upon its master, and he is carried to 
■"^ the sepulchre which he had just closed upon

*^ another. In this manner, during the last 
^' century and a half," previous to the reign of 
Ethelred, '' no fewer than seventeen sceptred 
'^ chiefs furled each other from their joyles§ 
'^ throne, and the deaths of the greatest nuip- 
'' her were accompanied by hecatombs of their 
'' frieiids */' 

Alfred, it is stated^ divided the rest of Eng- 
land, except Northumbria, into Shires or 
Shrievalties, aod ftppoipted an officer to gof 
vern each, called a Shiregerieve, Shirereve or 
Sheriff; yet, according to Roger Hovedeiy, thi^ 
was not done in the north until Edwar^ the 
Confessor divided Northumbria, then an earl- 
dom, into sevejj counties, with each a city or 
chief town : thus,

As the Cartle is n6^ one of ihe greaiesi 
fctiiiosities^ and chief ornaments of the town^ 
so to this structure does Lancaster owe 
its original importance! the Roman station 
erected h^e would sooii induce the Britons 
to settle near its walls^ from the protection it 
offered to their person^ and moveable property^ 
in any suddeii irruption of the Scots or Picts. 
And that the population of the town some 
time after this period has been considerable^ 
we may infer from the Notitia Imperii^ which 
Itates that the garrison consisted of the towns- 
men : for if Lancaster could> alone^ afford a 
sufficient number of men capable of bearing 
arms to garrison this fortress^ the town and 
population must> at this early jieriod^ have 
been very considerable. 

Of the five old towers of the pjesent Cas- 
tle^ viz* the Gateway^ the Dungeon^ Hadri- 
an% the large square tower^ or citadel^ com- 
monly called the Lungess^ and the Well- 
tower ; three of them^ viz. the Dungeon^ 
Hadrian's and the Well-tower are ascribed 
to the Romans; but it is more probable that

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the Dungeon and the Well towers are not 
older than the Saxon data^ if so old; for it is 
mentioned in the book called Dooms-day^ 
which was written in the reign of William 
the Norman^ that Roger of Poitou fixed the 
seat of his barony at Lancaster^ and was 
building the castle there soon after the con- 
quest. The lower part of Hadrian's tower 
has been supposed by some antiquaries^ to be 
Roman. The Well-tower may have been 
built on the site of one destroyed by the Cale- 
donians^ in their irruptions^ on the departure 
of the Romans * ; and which may have origi- 
nally been erected by Constantius Chlorus, to 
whom the present structure is attributed. 

The small square tower^ on the south side of 
the castle^ called the Dungeon tower^ is said 
to be the oldest. The ditch is generally sup- 
posed to have been made by order of the Em- 
peror Hadrian^ about A. D. 124^ but it is 
naore probable that the ditch was made at the 
time the Romans first established a garri- 
son here* A small round tower was after-

* When the workmen were sinking for the foundation 
of the great boundary-wall^ on the north side of the Castle^ 
tit grouhcl Vork of an ancient tower was discovered. 
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tt^ards erected dn the south-west side, it is rtill 
standing and called Hadrian's tower, and the 
lower part is believed to be of Roman archi- 
tecture: this tower, being lately faced with 
freestone, looks like a modern erection. One 
round tower^ similar to Hadrian's, has been 
taken down to make room for the new erec- 
tions : it hits been supposed by some that there 
have been seven of these round towers, and 
that the form of the castle was then a poly- 
gon*. It is asserted by some writers that 
A. D. 305, Constantius Chlorusf, father of 
Constantine the great, erected the square 
tower on the east side named the Well-tower, 
from its having a well within it: but it ib 
more probable that its origin was not at so 
early a period. 

That admirable Gothic structure^ the Gate* 
way tower, may be given to Edward the Third, 
or to his son John o 'Gaunt ; for on a shield/ 
on one side of this tower, the arms of France 
are semi-quartered with those of England; 
on the other side, the same, with a label er- 
mine of three points^ the distinction of John

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o'Gaunt : Ed:ward the Third was (he first of 
our kings who quartered England and France 
on a shield. 

The Gateway consists of two large octago- 
nal towers^ connected by a curtain and the 
gates ; over which js an opening for a port- 
cullis: the entrance is defended by over-hang^ 
ing battlements^ supported by a triple range 
of corbels, cut in form of boultins^ the in- 
tervals pierced through for the descent of 
missiles. On each side there are two small 
turrets or watch towers: over the gate is a 
niche, which probably once contained the 
statue of its founder. This tower ii near 
66 feet high. 

The lower part of the large square tower 
or citadel, on the north side, conunonly call- 
ed the Lungess tower, is, by some antiquaries^ 
supposed to be pf Saxon architecture; this 
tower is 78 feet high, the turret of which^ 
called John o'Gaunt's chair, is 10 feet higher, 
and commands an extensive view of the Irish 
sea, the Cumberland and Westmorland hills, 
the sands in Morecambe-bay, and the adjacent 
country; this tower has, on some occasion, 
beta half demolished : the original windowi 
D 2 
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are small and round headed^ and are orna-^ 
mented on each side with plain short pillars: 
on a stone in the battlement of this tower is 
the following inscription 
E R 

1585 irx* 

which proves that the upper part was re* 
built in the reign of Elizabeth, at the time of 
the threatened inv^ion by the Spanish arma- 
da, when all the forts and castles in the king- 
dom had a thorough repair : the diflTerence of 
the masonry between the old and new parts is 
yet perceptible. 

NEW ERECTIONS. 
In consequence of a general Act of Parlia-^ 
ment for improving prisons, Lancaster cas- 
i\i^ was directed to be altered and enlarged, 
and in 1788, the keeper's house was begun to 
be erected ; it fills up the space between the 
gateway and the well-tower; it is a neat 
structure, arid commands a view of the \yhole 
of the castle yard. The female felons' prison 
t^as next completed^ it extends from the gate- 
way to the dungeon-tower, and inside of the 
castle yard it is built uniform with the keep-* 
er's house.

The building of the male felons* part was 
next commenced ; it consists of four airy and 
well-flagged courts for different classes of pri- 
soners^ with a day-room to each ; the male fe- 
lons are lodged in two handsome towers, four 
stories high, each story containing eight cells. 
Between the great boundary-wall and the 
wards are some strong solitary cells for r^ 
fractory prisoners; also a warm and a cold 
bath. In the centre, where the division walls 
of the courts meet, is very judiciously situ- 
ated a turnkey's lodge, which commands a 
view of the whole; whence strangers may 
see the prisoners without being incommoded. 
The above buildings for the felons are singu- 
larly constructed, without wood, plaster, or 
arch ; the walls inside and oyt, the floors and 
roofs, being all finished with hewn stone. 

The front of the new county and crown 
halls> and county offices, on the west side of 
the castle, is a regular and beautiful piece 
of Gothic architecture. 

The c6unty hall is a scihi-polygori, being 
the moiety of a space formed by fourteen 
equal sides ; it is capable of containing about 
fifteen hundred persons : the roof is supported

by five light, clustered columns, with plain 
eo^pitals, forming Gothic arches; the groins 
which spring from them ramify into a stone 
ceiling of open work of great beauty *. The 
hall itself is supported by massy pillars, 
forming an extensive arcade, the foundations 
jare laid in the ancient moat which surrounded 
the castle, and are about twenty feet deep. 
Within the arcade is an arched room intend* 
cd for the use pf the county. 

The crown hall is a spacious oblong, also 
in the Gothic taste. In both these halls the 
wood work is of oak: the bench, the bar, 
und the people, are placed in full view of 
leacli other, this is eflfected by having an 
purea behind the bar, and raising the auditors 
one above another upon broad steps ; which 
also prevepts that pressure of the crowd al- 
ways experienced where the bar and the floor 
ure on the s^me level. Ev^y attention has 
been paid to the convenience, light and air 
of these halls ; and in eyary other respect ta. 

^ Xa this hall thore are two fine full-let^th portraits of 
Colonel Stanley and Mr. Blackburn, the members for th^ 
county, painted by Allen, and presented by Sir Robert 
jPeele, Jl^iU 
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tc^nder ilijBih worthy of the great commetCink 
and opulent county to which they belong. 

The room for the grand jury is circular^ 
large and commodious ; and is furnished with 
moreen hangings; the record rooms^ the 
offices for the clerk of the crown^ the pro- 
thonotary^ &c. are conveniently situated, 
and^ with the halls^ have connected roofs, 
so that the water is conveyed from them into > 
a reservoir in the castle yard, for the use of 
the prisoners. 

The n^ext work commenced was an arcade^ 
in front of the old crown hall, within the 
castle yard, with rooms for debtors over it: 
this arcade is very convenient for the debtors^ 
to walk in, when the weather is wet*. 

The keeper of Lancaster castle has a sala- 
ry of £.600, out of which he paya four 
turnkeys. -The chaplain has a salary of 
£.bO; besides which he receives ^.4 from 
the duchy. The surgeon has a salary of fifty

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^ineas for attending the crown piisoriers^ 
and the medicines are found by the county. 

The elevated site of the castle> with the 
late additional buildings, reservoirs, pumps, 
drains, and the great attention to cleanliness^ 
render it one of the most commodious and 
healthy county gaols in this kingdom: and 
the style of the new parts being all carefully 
adapted to the old, the whole now forms a 
group of castle-building, which, perhaps, ia 
not excelled in the empire. 

The plan and arrangements of the prison 
are Judiciously formed, being divided into 
different compartments, which, in a great 
measure, afford the keeper an opportunity of 
separating and confining the offenders, ac- 
cording to the various crimes with which 
they are charged. Since the completion of 
the new felons' wards, no fetters have been 
used, except for the refractory. And here 
it may with great propriety be observed, 
that great praise is due to Mr. Higgin, the 
keeper, for his humanity and attention to the 
prisoners, and for promoting a system of in- , 
dustry, by which every prisoner, capable of . 
labour^ is engaged in some useful employ-^ 
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kientj such as weaving, shoe-making, &c. 
And many of the prisoners, who have learned 
no trade, are taught to weave; which enahles 
them, on their liberation, to procure an ho-» 
nest livelihood, if they are so inclined. 

The wages for the prisoners' labour ar6 
rated by the general prices, of which they 
are paid one-third; a part oi which share 
they receive every week, and the remainder 
on their discharge; the other two-thirds are 
paid to the county treasurer ; to whom, since 
the commencement of their employment, a 
very considerable sum has been paid. 

The county allowance to the crown priiioh- 
ers, per week, is 6/&. of wheaten bread ; 2^/ft. 
of oatmeal, and 10/&. of potatoes; and on Sun- 
day •§•?&. of boiled beief and ohie quart oiF soup. 

The different towers, buildings, courts, &c. 
are appropriated to the following uses. 

The area of the castle-yard, which contains 
about 2800 square yards, is set apart for air 
and exercise for the debtors only. 

In the gateway towe^ are eight rooms, viz. 
an apartment for the turnkeys; a reception 

E 
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room for crown prisoners^ and the joiner'i 
room ; over the turnkey's lodge is a room for 
debtors called the pigeon box ; over the en-' 
trance is the ancient court room^ now occu- 
pied by the female debtors ; there is a narrow 
winding stair-case to the attic story, where 
there are three rooms for debtors, named the 
constable's room, the smuggling room, and 
the pin box. 

In the well tower there are four rooms for 
debtors. Over the arcade, on the west side 
of the yard, there are six rooms for debt- 
ors ; in a wing adjoining there are three 
rooms for debtors ; one room on the ground 
floor is used by them as a workshop. 

In the new buildings, between the gateway 
and the dungeon tower, there are two airy 
and spacious rooms^ which are used as an 
hospital. 

For the female felons are appropriated two 
rooms in the dungeon tower as night rooms ; 
three night cells and a day room under the 
hospital; a court and a wash-house adjoin- 
ing; six workshops, and six night cells be- 
tween the workshops and the gateway tower. 
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The large square tower serves as a bride- 
well for the time prisoners^ and occasion- 
ally for some of the felons ; it has a small 
open court adjoining. In this tower there 
are two large rooms used as a day-room and a 
night-room, the former called the Howard^ the 
latter the Hanway, formerly named the qua- 
kers' room, a number of this people having 
been confined in it, during their cruel perse- 
cution about the middle of the seventeenth 
century. 

Adjoining this court are the old shire hall^ 
now used as a workshop for carding and 
roving cotton; three shops for weaving ca« 
licos ; seven small workshops, also the task**- 
master's room, and the ware room. 

The chapel is in the lower part of the 
large tower, where are a commodious gallery 
for the debtors, and seven separate divisions 
for the criminals, so contrived that they are 
in some degree prevented from seeing each 
other during the time of divine service, which 
is on Sundays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 

The ground on the west side of the castle^ 
io front of the new halls^ haYisg some year* 
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agO:, been cleared of buildings^ is converted 
into a pleasant parade : and since the libe^ 
rality of the magistrates has completed so 
much, it is extremely desirable that the im- 
provement may be extended to the removal of 
the old houses and cottages on the east front, 
which so much block up and disgrace that 
magnificent specimen of Gothic architecture, 
the gatevray tower, as well as other parts of 
the castle. 

The expence of the new erections and im-^ 
provements, amounts to upwards of ^.40,000;^ 
and from the solidity of their construction,. 
"V^here timhfit has been rejected as much a^ 
possible^ they will be little liable to be de-f. 
stroyed either by accidental fire or by time.

Thu« having noticed whatever appeared 
interesting resipecting the castle, before we 
proceed to describe the difierent religious 
buildings of the present time, it will be 
proper to atate what has been collected re^ 
fpectin^ the religious houses e8tablishe4 ift 
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Lancaster previousTy to the reforming reign 
of Henry the Eighth, 

THE BENEDICTINE PRIORY, 
Now St. MARY'S CHURCH, 
Wa^ founded by Roger of Poictiers, Lord 
of the honour of Lancaster, and by him 
given, in the year 1094, together with some 
lands here, to the Benedictine abbey of St, 
Martin de Sagio, or Sees, in Normandy; upon 
which a prior and five monks of the order of 
St. Benedict came from tht abovernamed abr 
bey and took possession of this structure ; these, 
with three priests, two clerks and servants, 
formed a 9mall religions house or n^onastery 
subordinate to the said abbey ; which monas- 
tery was endowed with a revenue of eighty 
pounds, a considerable sum in those days. 
After the alien priories were dissolved, thift 
revenue and the lands belonging to the pri- 
ory were annexed^ by Henry the Fifth, to 
the abbey of Syon near Brentford in Middle- 
sex, to which it belonged till the general disr 
solution of piQu^^eries by Henry the |)ighth,

The FRIARY of the DOMINICAN or 
BLACK FRIARS, 

A religious house of Dominican or Black 
Friars was established in this town, in the 
part, which from this religious house is still 
i^alled the Friarage*, it was founded by Sir 
Hugh Harrington, Knight, about the 44th 
year of King Henry the Third, A. D. 1260, 
Itnd granted 32d Henry the Eighth, A. D* 
1541, to Thomas Holcroft. 

^ In March 1801, when Sulyard-Street, in the Friarage, 
was formings the ground work of this Friary, was disco- 
vered; the foundations of several of the cells were entire, 
the dimensions, as taken by Mr. Edward Batty, of Lan- 
caster, architect, were 7| feet, by 6|: the bases and 
broken fragments of several large columns were also 
found, together with a large quantity of hun^ bonics 
and some skeletons. 
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This order was instituted by Dominic do 
Guzman^ a Spaniard^ under the name of pre- 
dicant Friars, so called because the design ot 
their institution was to preach against here- 
tics ; they were also called Dominicans^ 
from their founder, and black Friars from 
their habit, which was a white robe, reaching 
to the feet; a white apron a little shorter^ 
tied round the waist ; and over tbese a black 
gown> which hung to the bottom of the 
apron; a short black cloak with a hood; a 
fillet of hair twisted round the head; the 
crown shaved and always naked, except the 
Friar chose to put up the hood. They settled 
in England about 1362. 

St. LEONARD'S HOSPITAL. 
John, earl of Lancaster^ afterwards king 
of England, also founded in this town, an 
hospital, which he dedicated to St. Leonard*, 
for a master, chaplain^ and nine poor persons, 
of which three were to be lepers. 

They affirmed that they had obtained a 
bull from pope Celestine the Third, who filled 

*The Street cajlcd St. Leonard-Gate derive its name 
from this hospital. 
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tlie papal chair from 1198 to 1216i confii^m^ 
ing their privileges and donations. 

Henry^ duke of Lancaster^ about the 30th 
of Edward the Third, A. D. 1357, by his 
charter granted this hospital to the nunnery 
of Seaton in Cumberland, with power to ap- 
point the chantry priest to officiate in the 
said hospital^. 

iPRANClSCAN CONVJENT. 

According to Tanner, there anciently was 
a Franciscan Convent, near the old bridge ; 
but we have not been able to collect any in-^ 
formation respecting it f .

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St. MARY^S CHURCH, 

Which is the parish Church, is a large Go- 
thic structure. There are but few remaini; 
of antiquity now to be seen, and no painted 
glass: the grotesque figures of the turn-up 
seats, and the carving in front of the chancel 
and vestry, are worthy of observation; they 
are executed in the style of the times in which 
this Church belonged tof the abbey of St. 
Martin de Sagio in Normandy. The Church 
has a good organ. The steeple is a square 
tower which contains eight bells, it was re- 
built A. D. 1759, in the same style as the 
Church.

places : he bequeathed the remainder of his personal pro- 
perty to the amount of 9,390/. to be applied, by his 
executors, in purchasing good books, to be given v to 
proper person^, within the Archdeaconry of Richmon^, 
or elsewhere^ in relieving poor house-keepers j putting 
cut poor children apprentices ; cloathing poor old people, 
and poor boys and girls $ and in any public charity or 
charitable uses, which his executors should approve of. 
Accordingly t&ey augmented fifty-eight small livings and 
curacies in the counties of X^anca^ter, York, and Chester, 
also in \yestmorland and Cumberland; most of them with 
the sum of 100/. on condition that the inhabitants, in- 
cumbents, or others, would contribute another 100/. in 
order to obtain the augmentation of queen Anne's bounty $ 
which increased the chaqty quadruple.

Next to the Castle, already described, the 
magnificent AQUEDUCT for conveying the 
Canal over t6e Lune, is most worthy of thiJ

Beiad, Lancaster Canal. 

the OLD BRIDGE, 

When the arch next the Skerton side wasT 
^Lken down and rebuilt, some brass pieces of 
money were met with under one of the 
foundation-stones^ from which it was be- 
lieved that this bridge was of Danish ori- 
gin. It is HOW verging towards decay, and 
was lately purchased from the county hf 
Mr> John Brockbank^ ship-builder^ who i» 
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August 1803, caused one arch of it to be ta^ 
ken down, in order to permit vessels launched 
from hi3 yard to proceed to the Quay with 
their jma^ts standing. 

The NEW BRIDGE, 
This bridge is built nearly on the site of 
one which formerly stood here. It was com- 
pleted A. D. 1788, and consists of five 
^qual, elliptical arches; it is in Ie;ig0i549 
feet, and was built from a design by Mr. 
Ilarrison ; the expense of the erection was de- 
frayed by the county, and amounted to the 
sum of ^.14,000. The pressure on the found- 
ations is take9 off by perforations over each 
pier ; above the entrance of each perforation 
is a pediment supported by two Docic pillars; 
the balustrade is of elegantly-turned freestone. 
It is esteemed one of the handsomest bridges 
of its size ia Europe ; it makes a good en- 
trance into the town from the north, which, 
previous to its erection, v^as much wanted ; 
the road over the old bridge and through 
Bridge-lane beii^g narrow and in^^onvenient. 

The TOWN-HALL 
Is built on the site of the old one. The 
foundation was laid in March 1781, add 
G 3 
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several coins in a copper box were deposited 
under the foundation-stone at the south-east 
corner: it was completed in May 1783^ a^t 
the expence of e^.1^300. It was built by 
Mp. Robert Dickinson of this town, from a 
design by Major Jarrat, for which the corpo^ 
ration presented him with the freedom of the 
Borough in a silver box. 

It is a very handsome building, with a 
noble portico, supported by four Tuscan co- 
lumns, the entablature is Doric, with a plain 
pediment^ and a cupola. 

In the council-chamb^ there is a fvAU 
length portrait of Lord Nelson, painted by 
Lonsdale, and presented by him to the corpo^ 
ration. 

The CUSTOM HOUSE, 

On St. George's Quay, was built A, D. 
1764, from a design by Mr. Gillow of this 
town : it is a neat .edifice with a portico anc^ 
plain pediment, supported by four Ionic co^ 
lumns, each being fifteen feet and a half" 
high, and formed from a single stone ; it hsd 
a double flight of steps. 
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The ASSEMBLY ROOM 

Is situate in Back-lane ; it is a plain build«K 
ing with a small portico ; there are, during 
the winter, assemblies, and three subscription 
concerts. The gentlemen of the musical so* 
ciety perform at the concerts, besides whom 
$ome professional performers attend from Li- 
verpool or Manchester. 

The THEATRE, 

Situate in St. Leonard-gate, is a plaia 
structure; but displays much neatness within; 
it was built in 1781, previous to which tim^ 
there were only temporary theatre^ in this 
town. It was erected, in part, by a subscrip-^ 
tion of eight shares, £,bO each, for which an 
interest of £,b per cent is paid from the rent 
of the theatre, each proprietor has also a free 
ticket of admission during the season. 

Since its erection it has been successively 
occupied by the respective companies of 
Messrs. Austin and Whitlock, Whitlock and 
Munden, Stephen Kemble, and Stanton; the 
last of whom rents it at present. 

The BATH, 
Situate in Moor-street, top of Moor-lane^ 
was built by fifty subscribers at ten guineaa 
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^ach^ and was completed in 1803^ it is a neat 
freestone buUdiug^ and contains both a warm 
and a cold bath. 

The FREE SCHOOL, 
Situate on the west side of the church 
y^trd, was rebuilt by subscription in 1683; 
which was promoted by Bishop Pilkington : 
it has a head master, an usher, and a writing 
master. Their salaries are paid by the cor- 
poration. 

The POOR-HOUSE, 
For the poor of the township, is health- 
fully and pleasantly situate on the side of 
Lancaster Moor, distant about one-third of a 
mile from the town. It was built in the 
years 1787-8, previous to which time the 
poor-house was situate n<ear th^ white-cross. 
T|ie present one is large and commodious, 
but the poor have so n)uch increased, that a 
f^w year's ago an additional wing became ne- 
cessary; this wing consists of several rooms 
intended as fever wards ; also a day room for 
confining insane persons. 

Several fields, comprising about 10 Acres, 
have been enclosed from the common for 
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ihe use of the poor. These fields arc no\* 
in a state of good cultivation. The money 
borrowed for building the new poor-house, 
which amounted to efi". 1,050^ has been lately 
repaid. The poor's rate was laid for 1806^ at 
two shillings and eight-pence ; a few years 
ago it was five shillings in the pound. There 
are two overseers annually chosen^ and also 
a permanent one who has p, salary of ^.60 
per annum. 

The SHAMBLES 
Were erected at the expense of the corpto-* 
ration; and^ for neatness and regularity of 
buildings da credit to the public spirit of 
that body. 

The DISPENSARY, 

The building erected for this charitable and 
Excellent institution is situate on the Ckstle- 
hill ; it is a small^ but handsome fabrick / OH 
ilie firont is a small alto relievo of the good 
Samaritan. This institution is supported by 
donations iind annual subscriptions. Its ob* 
jects are pooi^ pjsrsolis who are incapable of 
paying for medical or surgical dsdstance, 
^ho must have a recommendation fi*om oii6 
^f the subscribers* The total nwtahex of 
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l^atients ^.dmitted from January Ist^ 1806^ io' 
January 1st, 1807, ivas 1363. 

GARDYNER S CHANTRY, 

Situate on the east side of the Vicarage 
Court, was founded in 1485, by John Gar^ 
dyner of Bailrig near Lancaster^ for the sup- 
J)ort of four poor persons. It was rebuilt 
in 1793, and now; consists of four small 
houses. 

By the foundation deed it was to be called 
''^the perpetual chantry of John Gardyner, 
^^ in the Church of the blessed St. Mary of 
*' Lancaster.*" This deed also appointed a 
chaplain to celebrate divine offices, on certain 
days, at the altar of the parish church. Th« 
allowance to each of the poor persons was 
seven-pence per week during life ; and two* 
pence weekly for a woman to attend on them. 

PENNY S HOSPITAL, 
Situate in Back-lane, was founded by Wil- 
liam Penny, alderman of Lancaster, A. D. 
1720, comprising twelve small houses for the 
same number of poor men ; each has an al- 
lowance of sixteen shillings and eight-pence 
per quarter, and a new coat value thirteen 
shillings and four-pence every year. The 
mayor and aldermen are the trustees/ 
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The^e is q. small chapel at flie end of the 
courts originally built for the objects of this 
thartty^ but now used as a school-house for 
the boys belonging to the charity-school. 
Prayers are read here every Wednesday and 
Friday at three o'clock in the afternoon^ from 
Easter to Michaelmfts ; for which the curate 
bf St. Mary's church has the annual allow- 
ance of four pounds* 

aiLLlSON^S HOSPITAL, 

Was founded in 1790, by iL donation iii 
the will of the late Mrs. Anne Gillison of 
this town. It consists of eight houses for the 
isame number of unmarried women; each of 
whom has an allowance of three pounds per 
apnum, and a new gown value twenty shil^ 
lings. The mayor and aldermen are the trus- 



The CHARITY SCHOOL for 6OYS. 

This school was instituted in 1770, and for- 
ty poor boys were theti cloathed and edu- 
cated ; but two years after its institution the 
number was increased to fifty. Collections for 
the support of this charity are annually made 
at St. Mary's church and St. John's cha- 
pel ; likewise subscriptions and donations are 
H 
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recJeivcd by the treasurer. The number of' 
1>oys cloathed and educated since its insti-* 
tution^ to September 1806^ was 503; Ihey 
are put out apprentices^ at the age of four- 
teen, to different trades, many of them to the? 
sea. The school-master has a^ salary, of £^ 
per annum^ and ar house to live in. 

llie CJHARITY SCHOOL for GIRLff 

Was instituted in 1772. In the commence- 
inent thirfy^fouf poor giirfs were annually 
cloathed, and educated so as to' mate useful 
servants; the number was shortly after in- 
creased to forty. It is supported by volun- 
tary subscriptions and donations ; the school^ 
house is in High-street. 

' These girls, besides learning to read, vrJ^ie, 
knit and sew, make all their own clothes, and* 
generally earn about twenty-four pounds per 
annum, One-*fburth of which is given to the 
most deserving and well-behaved, and the re- 
mainder is applied to the use of the school. 
The salary of the mistress is twenty-four 
pounds per annum, and a house rent free ; 
&er assistant has ten' pounds per annum. 
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-SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

About fifteen years ago Sunday scbooli 
^were instituted in this town^ and they have 
met with liberal encouragement. In the year 
ending June 1806, the average numbet of 
thi3 class of scholars in Lancaster and Skerr 
toj|i WAS 300, 

The MARINE SOCIETY 
Was instituted in 1793, for the benefit of 
the widows and orphans of deceased masters 
and first mates of vessels belpQging to the 
port of Lancaster. The members of this 
institution pay^on entrance two guineas ; anf) 
half-a-guinea every three months. 

The widows of deceased masters or mat«8 
of vessels are entitied to twelve pounds each 
per annum during life, provided their hus<r 
bands have regularly paid their subscriptions 
for three years previous to their demise. Ha- 
norary members pay, at least^ one guinea per 
ttnnum. 

BENEVOLENT SOCIETY, 

For relieving persons of the follovring d^, 

scriptions; first, poor lying-in women, who 

generally receive ten shillings within the 

jfiQUlh, idso the loan of cliiidt*bed lineQ, 

H 2 
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Secondly;, the indu9triou8 poor who^ either 
through sickness or casual misfortune^ are re^- 
duced to great distress. Thirdly^ old and in- 
firm persons^ who are relieved with occasional 
donations^ generally frpin two shillings and 
sixpence to five shillings eq,ch. 

There is a sermon preached annually at St. 
Ann's Chapel^ and a collection made for the 
benefit of this institution. 

FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 

vln this town there are thirteen of these 
societies for men^'and four for women: the 
nUftiber of members belonging to the former 
amounted at Whitsun-tide 1806, to 2,037; 
and the total expense in relieving the sick 
mt^mbars and fiimishitig funerals, for tiie 
year preceding^ was upwM'ds of ^.835. 

LANCASTER MARSH, 

Eighty of the oldest freemea resident i^ 
|jancaster, or their widows after the denuse • 
of their husbands;, have the neat proceeds of 
the rent9 ^ <^ MarsB divided amongst 
them uxixmBSf : it consists of 310 Acrey of 
latti. Ai^aeifortiieeAclosing, draini^MC^ 
^mdbitnkn^ of wliiefa' was obtained in 179ft!, 
pretiotis %9 iMih tbne it was a stiirted pitt^ 
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tare ; it is now in a state of good eiiltivation, 
and the receipt increased about three-fold 
since its enclosure: each freeman formerly 
entitled to a marsh-gr^ss now receives foiif 
pounds annually. The corporation are the 
trustees. 

GREAVES ESTATE. 

William Heysham, Esq. by his Will dated 
the 23d April, 1725, g^ve all his messur 
ages, land^ and tenements, called the Greaves^ 
near this town, to the corporation for eve^r 
In Trust, to the intent that the rents 8houl4 
be applied to the benefit of such eight poor 
men, residing in Lancaster, for their respec- 
tive lives, as the mayor, recorder and thre^ 
senior aldermen, for the time being, should 
appoint ; and as often ^» any of such eight 
poor men should die, the mayor, recorder 
itnd three senior aldermen should nominatq 
$ind appoint other poor men in their stead. 

The Greaves Estate is now let at the yearly 
rent of i^.256^ which is paid and div^dad 
quarterly. 

'71^ unitdd agen of the eiglit poor ptfibifir^ 
who are at preiettt in Ae receipt of ^rMt 
pf thil Mtote, anltounti «6 6S^ ytar«. 
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^Rhe late James Willan, saddler, enjoyed 
4!ie benefit of this charity for upwards of 
forty years, during which period he received 
£.631. 

Since ihe commencement of Ihis charity, 
^ixty persons have received the benefit of it. 



The oldest §treet^ in Lancaster, like those . 
of most other ancient towns in this country^ 
arc narrow ; but the more modern streets have 
not this inconvenience : the houses in the lat- 
ter, being mostly built of th^ white and va- 
riegated freestone which is procured in the 
neighbourhood, have a very good appearance. 
As a specimen of these houses Dalton-square 
is pointed out as worthy the observatioa of 
the stranger. ' 

4^ccojrding ^o the annexed plan, by Speedy 
the street named at present Back-lane, has 
originally been called Chennell-lane : tl^e 
present China-lane was anciently Kelne-lane : 
and that which is now named Pudding-lane 
was once called Butchers-street; the sham- 
y>ljM having been there before the present 
W§tp bmlt, The Fish-market^ at that pe« 
jriodtj was nt the bottom of Citlcald-lMie^ 
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liear Calcald-well. Part of the Roman waHy 
which once surrounded the station^ is delin-*' 
eated on this plan ; also the religious housey 
which for 279 years was occupied by the 
Fri^^s of the order of St. Dominic. 

The derivation of fhef names ot the differ* 
tot parts of the town^ the streets^ &c. is a» 
follows, the Green Arca^ from the British* 
name of the town, see page 3 ; the Friarage, 
from the Dominican Friary; St. Leonard-gatoy 
from St. Leonard's hospital; the Bridge- 
lane and China-lane were once the princi- 
pal thorough-fare from the old bridge, and 
when the street, properly called Charles-street> 
was formed, it was natural enough to call it 
New-street, which it still retains ; New Road 
derives its name from the same circumstance : 
the derivation of the names of most of the 
other streets is obvious. 

Lancaster returns two memt^ers to Parlia* 
ment. It Was made a Borough in the fourth 
year of the reign of Richard the First ; but 
did not send members till the twenty-third of 
Edward the* First; it also returned members 
ta the respective Parliaments in the twenty^ 
iixth^ thirty-third, and thirty-filth of tfait

|uiig^8 reigh : also to those of the eightli afid 
tuneteenth of Edward the Second: and td 
. the Parliaments during the firsts second^ third 
tad fourth of Edward the Third ; at which 
time it ceased sending, until the first jeir of 
the r^ign of Edward the Sixths when its pri- 
vilege was restored *. The members are cho- 
sen by the burgesses; whether resident or not : 
the major and two bailiffs are the returning 
tl&ceni. The freemen of Lancaster are ex- 
empt firom the payment of the tolls^ and 
town-duties on exportation of goods^ to 
trhich others are liable. 

POPULATION. 
In 1781. Lancaster contained 694 housei^ 
liable to the duty on houses and windows. 
In March 1801. it contained 1^598 houses. 
1.9B9 families, 3,999 males, 6.031 females; 
being a total of 9.030. The population, as 
irfated aboye> wfts at that period undoubtedly 
lesisi than the real number ; if we were to in- 
clude absent seamen employed in the ship- 
ping belonging the port, whose families were 
resident in the town, it would amount to 

.* ttitMj of the Boroughs of Crest Britain^ fd. Ui, 
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bt>^ard8 of 10^000 : but the population since 
that time has been rather on the decline. 

Skerton. 

The river sisparates Lancaster from Skertdn> 
Vfhkh is a considerable Village inhabited 
principally by labburing people. Iti Marcl^ 
1801, it contained 245 inhabited houses^ 
5 uninhabited house^i 276 families, 607 males^ 
671 females ; being a total of 1278. 

King John confirmed by charter td Lan^ 
caster all the privileges and liberties he had 
granted to Bristol, Northampton, &c. 

Edvrard the Third A. 1). 1363, granted 
to the corporation that pleas and sessionii 
should be holden ja^ Iiancaster> and no where 
else in the county *.' 

Charles the Second, A. jt>. 1664, by c|iar- 
ii^t, confirmed and enlarged the ^hoye^mur 
tiOKied privileges; 

The corporation consists ot a miiyOr/ re« 
eorder, seven aldermeii, two bailifis^ twelve 
cai>ital burgesses and twelve common coun^

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cii-men : their officers and aftendants artf on^ 
town-clerk, two serjeants at mace, oiie bel-^ 
man, one beadle,- 4^nd three waits or musi-^ 
cians. 

The market days at Lancaster ar6 Wed-* 
nesday and Saturday^ the latter is the princi^ 
pal market, and is generally well supplied 
Witt gi^ain, oat-meal, fruit and other vegeta- 
bles, poultry, butter, e^s, &c. 

There is also a tolerable supply of fish from 
the Lune stnd Motecamb bay; and fishhig 
boats sometimes bring their cargoes, caught in^ 
the Irish chaimel, to this market. The fish is 
in general reasonable, except oysters and lob- 
sters, which are scarce and dear: very fine sal- 
mon are taken in the Lune, and considera- 
ble quantities are brought hither from Carlisle, 
Workington, &c. yet of late years they have 
been sold at a very high^rice, owing to^ the 
quantity bought up and sent to the difierent 
manufacturing towns in the south part of the 
county. 

There .are three fairs holden annually in 
Lancaster, each of which lasts three days> 
the first begins on the 30th day of April, for 
cattle^ cheese^ cloth and pedlcryl the iseeond 
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on the 5th day of July> being old mid- 
syummer cve^ for cattle^ wool, cheese, cloth 
jind pedlery: the third on the 10th day 
of October, being old micfaaelmas eve, for 
cattle, cheese, doth and pedlery : the last is 
the principal jcheese^fair. 

There are two banking houses in Lancaster, 
one called thft Lancaster bank, in Church- 
street, of which Messrs. Thomas Worswick, 
{^ns $c Co. lure proprietors; the other, the 
New bank, in Penny-street, Messrs, Dilworth 
$ Hargreaves, proprietors. Two news rooms, 
commonly called coflFee rooms. One well- 
chosen public Library cojisistin^ of upwards 
of 2200 Tolumes ; the proprietors of this Li- 
brary are called the Amicable Society; each 
member pays on admission two guineas and a 
half, and the annual subscription is twelve 
shillings. Two circulating Libraries. Two 
lodges of Free-masons, viz. St. John's lodge. 
No. 534, and the lodge of Fortitude, No. 484. 
In June 1801, a weekly newspaper was first 
published in Lancaster, by Mr. W. Minshullj^

Lancaster is pleasantly situate on the south 
bank of the river Lune, and is distant 335 
miles N. Ni W. from London y and 68 South 
from Cajplj^sle^ ^liatitude. 54.(4 N,-— Longi- 
tude 2. 56 W. The towpn, being built on ri- 
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sing ground^ is remarkable for cleanness; thi^ 
p,nd its proximity to the coast render its air 
pure and salubrious ; and there is a plentiful 
supply of good water from the springs. 

At a small distance from the town^ almost 
from any point of view, the castle and the 
churchj whiiih then appear as one group of 
Ibuilding haye ^ striking effect. ^^ But the 
yiew from a hill descending to Lancaster'^ 
namely the moor, ^f is preKlminent fpr grant 
deur, and comprehends an extent > of • ^ea 
and land, and a union of the. sublime in 
both, which we have never seen equaled. 
In the green vale of the Lune below lies 
the town, spreading up the side of a round 
hill overtopped by the old towers of the 
castle and the church. Beyond, over a' 
ridge of gentle heights, which bind the 
west side of the vale, the noble inlet of the 
sea, that flows upon the Ulverston and 
Lancaster Sands, is seen at the feet of an 
amphitheatre formed by nearly all the rnoun* 
tains of the Lakes ; an exhibition of alpine 
grandeur, both in form and colouring, which, 
with the extent of water below^ copppsea 
{^scenery perhaps faintly rivalling th^t of 
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the Lake of Geneva. To ibt south and 
west the Irish channel ^nishes the view *." 

From the high fields adjoining the lane 
leading to the Ridge^ on the north-east side 
of the town^ may be «een the above prospect 
in a favourite and varied point of view. 

Belle Vue is another excellent station^ 
about half a mile from the tovni^ adjoining 
the road towards the souths which conunands 
a good view of the castle^ churchy town, the 
estuary of the Lune, and the Irish sea. 

The public spirit and loyalty of Lancaster 
have long and justly bee|i noticed by topogra-? 
phical writers. Its inhabitants have, gene-r 
rally speakings bfs^n also esteemed moral and 
religious. 

COMMERCE/ &c. 

The trade of Lancaster, previous to the 
present stagnation, was very considerable, in 
1800 there were 47 vessels employed in the 
foreign trade of this port, principally to the 
West Indies, from 160 to 500 tons burthen, 
/carrying upwards of 11,080 tons, exclusive 
pf coasting vessels trading to London, Li^ 

* Mrs; BadcUfie't Tour to the Lakes. 
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terpool, Bristol^ Whitehaven, Ac. In 1801 
there were 76 vessels belonging the port> in^ 
eluding coasters^ the whole of which amount-' 
ed to 13,996 tond; and were navigated by 
1605 men. 

The expdrts from Lancaster to the W^t 
Indies are considerable quantities of Bdaho-^ 
gany furniture, the Manchester and Glasgow 
manufactures, hardware and cutlery from Bir- 
mingham and Sheffield, provisions, Saddlery, 
woollen and linen cloths, stationery, sho'e^, 
boots, hats, candles, soap, &c. ^c. 

The imports from the West Indies are su- 
gar, coffee, cotton, rum, hides, mahogany, 
fustic, log-wood, &c, &c. 

In 1799 it was prdpjdsed to improve the na- 
vigation o^ the port by making a tiew and 
extensive dock, clapa{)le of containing fifly 
Vessels, at the Thorn-bush, about sil miles 
down the river from the town ; the dock at 
Glassdn being with some vntnds difficult of ac- 
cess; the shore was surveyed, and estim&tes 
of tiie expense made, which with dry dockr 
amounted to the sum of ^'.30,000. A sub^ 
scfiption was opened and liberally filled, and 
had it not been for the depresiion in t&e 
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West-Iadia trade which shortly after ensiled^ 
it would have been carried into effect. 

There are two yards for ship-building in 
Lancaister^ viz* Mr. Brockbank^s and Messrs. 
Smith Sf, Co's. and occasionally larger shipsl 
have been built by the former^ near the Pot- 
house^ lower down the river* 

Lancaster^ hitherto^ has not been much 
noted for its manufactures ; that of sail-cloth 
has been for half a century the most consi- 
derable> and recently the cotton-manufacture 
has been introduced to a considerable extent : 
the town has been long famous for the great 
quantities of mahogany furniture^ which have 
been made in it for home-^use and exporta-' 
tipn */ The imii^ufacture of candles a fiew 
yeai:s ago was very considerable^ large quanti- 
ties > being eJtpprted jErom this to^p to the 
Wfsst ln4i€||i^ Here are rope and twipe walks^ 
for makipg ship cables^ cordage and twine; 
one hpuse ft)r the ir$fining : of sugar ; two

The ladies of Lancaster have lately esta- 
blished a Repository^ near the Kings- Arms 
Inn^ for the sale of useful and elegant works. 
The profits arising from the sale of whicfa^ 
independent of articles sent by individuals 
on their own account^ are applied to the relief 
of the indigent. The great variety of orna- 
mental works displayed in this Repository, 
particularly during the assizes^ is wejl worth 
the notice of the stranger. 

The only natural production in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood of Lancaster^ worthy of 
notice is the heautiful white and variegated 
freestone^ obtained from the quarries on the 
moor and its vicinity^ not mor« than half a 
mile from the town, and which has every good 
quality appertaining to the best free-stone; 
it is rather soft when first taken from the 
quarry, ^nd is therefore easy to work, but 
grows harder by being exposed.

The LUNE:. 
Lan, Lon or Lune^ Mr. Whittaker observes 
in his History of Manchester, is the contrac- 
tion of the British Lug Avon or Lugaun, 
and signifies a stream of waters *. 

The Lune has its rise in the parish of Ra- 
venstonedale, amidst the mountains of West- 
morland ; it runs south to Kirkby Lonsdale, 
at a short distance from which it enters Lan- 
cashire, and then taking a south-west direc- 
tion it receives the Greeta/ and the Wenninger 
out of Yorkshire > and near Over-Borough the 
Leek ; it then runs by Hornby, through the

*^ Here Ingleborough, behind a variety of 
lesser mountains, makes the back ground of 
the prospect; on each hand of the middle 
distance rise two sloping hills, the left clothed 
with thick wood, the right with variegated 
rock and herbage. Between them, in the 
richest of valleys, the Lune serpentizes for 
many a mil^, and comes forth ample and clear 
through a well wooded and richly pastured 
foreground. Every feature, which constitutes 
a perfect landscape of the extensive sort, is 
here not only boldly marked, jbut also in its 
best positiou." 

The river then runs by the villages of 
X3aton and Halton; and from the latter to 
Skerton it forms a fine sheet Of water, called 
Halton water, over which the Aqueduct is 
built; it then passes by Skerton, and first 
becomes navigable at Lancaster. 

The Liine, besides salmon, affords consider* 
able quantities of trout, and large shoals of 
K 2 
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salmon-fry^ here called smelts;, come down the 
river in April and May. The fisheries neat 
Lancaster and at Halton^ belonging to W. B, 
Bradshaw^ Esq. are in general rery pro« 
duttive *.

The crooked channel of the river^ between 
Glasson and the old Quay^ and the shallow? 
ness of the ford near Lancaster^ render it difr 
ficult for vesseh of^ above gOO or §50 tons 
burthen to get up the river, the larger ves^ 
sels stop at Glasson dock, about five miles 
distant from the town, where they discharge 
their cargoes into lighters, which bring the 
merchandise up to St. George's Quay. 



The LANCASTER CANAL. 

In 1793 an Act of Parliament was obtain* 
ed, principally through the endeavours of the 
inhabitants of Lancaster and its neighbourr 
hood, for making a navigable canal firom 
Kendal, by way of Lancaster, Garstang, 
Preston, Chorley, Blackrod «nd Ha^h, to

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West Houghton^ witlj rf view to unite with 
the Leeds and Liverpool canals which if 
intended io cross the country from east to 
west; whilst the Lancaster canal goes in i| 
direction nearly from north to south ; and 
with the further view of continuing the Lan*^ 
caster canals at some future period, to com- 
municate with the late Duke of Bridgwa- 
ter's canals and thereby procure a line of 
inland navigation from London to Kendal. 

The principal object was the carriage of 
limestone and slate from the north, and coal 
from the neighbourhood of Blackrod, Haigh 
and Chorley, in the south. It is completed 
from Tewit-field near Burton in Westmor- 
land to Preston, containing an extent of 43 
piiles on one level : a timl^er bridge is erected 
over the river Ribble, and a cast-iron rail- 
way, or waggon road, is laid from the canal 
at Preston, southwards^ to Walton'" Summit^ 
a distance of about 4 miles. From Walton 
Summit the canal is executed 13 miles ftirther 
to the south, through a country abounding 
with coal and cannel ^ and the rail-road makei 
a good temporary communication betweea 
the norlh and south parts of the canal, until 
th0 lockage ip t|iis part is complet^pd, Tbo 
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canal is carried over the river Lune^ ab^ut 
ft mile above Lancaster^ by a

Things, that were wanting, arc brought 
together; things remote are connected; rivers 
themselves meet by the assistance of art, to 
afford new objects of commerce. 

The turnpike road from Lancaster to Horn^ 
by .passes under the i^^nal tfaroygh the Lune 
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mnbankment; the road here is SOfttetwidej 
and the height from it to the surface of the 
canal is 30 feet. 

The other Aqueducts over the principal 
rivers, beginning at the north end, are 

The KiER, one semicircular arch of 18 feet 
span : height from the surface of the river ta 
that of the canal, 33 feet. 

The CoNDER, one elliptic irch with a re- 
verse arch, 31 feet span : height from the top 
of the reverse arch to the surface of tie 
canal, 22 feet. 

The Wyre, esteemed a beautiful design ; 
one elliptic arch of 54 feet spaii: height 
from the surface of the river to that of the 
canal, 35 feet. 

The Calder, one elliptic arch with a re- 
verse arch, 26 feet span : depth from the arch 
to the top of the reverse arch, II feet. 

The Brock, one elliptic arch with a re- 
verse arch ; of dimensions exactly similiar to 
the Calder. The reverse arch of each of 
these two Aqueducts is below the bed of ita 
river, and the surface of the water-floods is 
nearly level with the surface of the canal. 
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The H4>LL0WF0BTH> thrcc elliptic aretief 
with reverse arches^ 12 feet by 10 each. 

Besides which> though on a less scale^ are 
the Borrow-bect the Cocker^ the Plumpton- 
brooks the HoUinghead^ the Savock^ &c. &c. 

The canal runs nearly parallel with the 
turnpike road from Preston to Kendal^ which 
is crossed between Tewit-field aiid Prestftii 
six times. There are 114 road and occupa- 
tion bridges^ and two road aqueducts. Twelve 
rivers are crossed and a great number of 
brookfif. 

The width of the canal at the surface is 
42 feet, its depth is 6 feet. 

Since the first Act of Parliament for this 
canal was obtained, others have been pas- 
sed authorizing t^e canal company to make 
branches frpm it, one of which is to connect 
Glasson dock with the canal at Galgate, 
about five miles south of Lancaster ; this cut 
will be two miles in length, and will form a 
communication between the sea and the in- 
land navigation. 

A packet boat sets off from Lancaster every 
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tnorhlng at eight o'clock, and arrives at Pres-^ 
toil about three in the afternoon^ another 
leaves Preston and arrives at Lancaster at the 
same|hours. There are also boats at stated 
periods for the carriage of goods and mer- 
chandise^ between Tewit*field and Preston, 
and all the intermediate places. 

The Canal, in its track from Chorley to iU 
southern termination, passes through a coun- 
try abounding with stores of coal, of which 
the parts on the northern end of the line are 
destitute : on the contrary, the country north 
of - Lancaster is full of limestone, of which 
the southern parts of Lancashire are in want. 
Cotton, sugar, rum, and other West-India 
produce being imported into Lancaster, are, 
by means of the Canal, conveyed at an easy 
rate to the manufacturing and populous dis* 
tricts in the south part of the coiiiity.

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ANTIQUITIES. 

The Romans having possessed Lahcastei^ a$ 
one of their stations for upwards of three 
centuries and a faalf^ many monuments of its 
antiquity have of course been found. 

The remains of the Roman wall called the 
Wery wall^ which once encompassed the sta- 
tion^ has already been pointed out^ page 6. In 
the gardens behind the houses in Bridge-lane, 
this wall has formed an angle, and extended 
along the side of the hill talking a direc- 
tion towards Church-street, which it crossed 
about Covel-cross r this has been ascertained 
by the proprietors of the gardens adjoining 
to Bridge-lane, who have always found blue 
clay under the foundation stoned. 

Dr. Leigh, in his Natural History of Laif«* 
easfaire, &c. mentions, that in tli^ng a cd** 
lar in Lancaster, several cups were found,r 
which had bec^n used in sacrifices, viz. Ro*^ 
man Disd and Sympuvia, which had upon 
their sides the figures of various creatures^^ 
and Julius Flavins in letters ; on the bottom 
of one of the cups,^ appeared very legible, 
Regin. I. which, says Dr. Leigh, ^' we may 
eanly interpret^ a Discus used in sacrifice ta 
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^lunp^ as she was stiled Regina QodM :'* and^ at 
the same time^ some Roman coins were found 
of M\iu9j Adrianus^ and Augustus Caesar. 

In the yea^ 1772^ in dicing a cellar where 
^n old house had stood in Pudding-] ane^, 
there was found reversed in a bed of fine 
«nd^ above five feet under ground^ a square 
iltone^ of four feet by two and a half dimen*^ 
i^ons^ on which' was inscribed

'* A foot and two inches were broken off the 
lower corner on the right hand side^ so as to 
render the inscription obscure, but the re- 
maining letters were very plain, elegantly 
formed, squ^e, and about three inches high* 
The inscription had coosisted of eight or 
nin^ lines, of which six are entir<? uid of

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easy explanation; the loss in tli6 seventh 19 
readily supplied; but the eighth must be mad^ 
out by the common stile of such votive 
stones. The elegance of the characters pro- 
nounces them to be the vrork of the best 
times ; but the small letters in the third and 
fifth lines reduce it to the age of the Em- 
peror Gordian; and if the three small letters 
have been occasioned by the omission of the 
sculptor^ then it will be of higher antiquity. 
It is knovi^n by the inscriptions found at 
Olenacum (old Carlisle) that the Augustan 
wing mentioned on this tablet was stationed 
there in the time of Gordian ; and now^ from 
this inscription^ it seems also to have been at 
Lancaster *.** 

This remarkable stone was formerly in the 
collection of Sir Ashton Lever, Knight, at 
Leicester-house, London; and is now pre- 
served in the Leverian Museum near Black- 
friar*s bridge. 

In 1775 when the workmen were dicing 
the cellars for the house of the late Dr. D. 
Wilson, on the north side of Church-street, 
great quantities of broken Roman earthenr

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ware urns, pateras^ &c. were thrown out^ 
some of which were finely glazed/ and ele- 
gantly marked with emblematic figures : also 
several Roman copper coins were founds and 
an entire lamp^ with a turned-up perforated 
handle to hang it by. About the depth of 
two yards were likewise discovered a great 
number of human bones^ with ashes ; a wall 
of great thickness^ and a kind of circular 
wellj formed of hewn freestone, filled vfith 
rubbish of the same kind, which it was con- 
jectured might lead to a vault where other hu- 
man remains were deposited: but Dr. \Y^oi^ 
declined making any further researches. 

A Roman Pottery was also found by the 
honorable Edward Clifford on his Estate ^ 
at Quarmoor, near Lancaster. *' That these 
works have been very considerable, may be 
supposed from the space discoloured with 
broken ware, the holes from whence the clay 
has been taken, and the great variety of ' 
bricks, tiles, and vessels that are found about 
them. But the greatest discovery is gathered 
from a tile with turned-up edges, impressed

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A. D. 950^ Edred totally subdued the Daiies^ 
in Northumbrian and made it an English pro- 
vince, by garrisoning all the strong cities, and 
towns with English troops^ and by appoint- 
ing an English governor. 

A. D. 1322, The English army, commajnd- 
ed by Edward II. in person, was . defeated

A. 'D. 1409, Henry IV. visited Lancaster, 
and on the 12th of August held a court there 
for the transaction of public business.

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A. D. 1455, In this yeai began the bloody 
scenes between the Houses of Lancaster and 
York: the former had for its device a red^ 
and the latter a white, rose; which devices 
are £Eimous in English History, as in support 
of one or the other the principal part of the 
noble blood of England was shed in the field 
or on the scaffold, and 100,000 Englishmen 
lost their lives. To describf^ ih§ rise and pro*

They marched from the town on Wednesday 

morning the 9th^ ihe horse proceeded that day 

to Preston^- i^nd the foot to Garstang; the 

latter joined the horse next day itrihe even^r 

ing at Preston ; where they remained till the 

13th in order to fix carriages to the gunq 

which they had seized at Lancaster. 

After the surrender of the rebels to the 
king's forces at Preston^ about 23Q pf the 
eqmmon men^ guarded by Docmet's regiment, 
of dr^goonsj were 3ent to L^nc^^r Castled. 

* This account of the proceedings of the rebels in Lan- 
caster in 1715 is principally taken from the inanuscript of 
a tradesman of Lancaster^ isfrho was a^ tyt^yfiivtmscS 
what he bas{de8cribed. 
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A. D. 1745, On the SSd of November the 
rebels had advanced to Kendal; their van - 
inarched to Burton the day after, and entered 
Lancaster on the 34th; the pretender/ who 
was in the highland dress, marched on foot 
to encourage his men: the same day he wad 
proclaimed at Lancaster amidst the acclama* 
tions of his followers, who then seized the 
public money: on the 35th the main body 
entered the town, and on the 36th <he last 
division arrived in such haste that they only ^ 
stopped to take some refreshment standing in 
the streets. 

The rebels plundered the hudiandmen in 
the neighbourhood of Lancaster of all the 
horses thfey could find, and they took the 
shoes from the passengers on ihe high-roadf.

A. D. 1801, October 11th, A general lU 
lumioatioB took place in Lancaster on the 
signing of the preliminaries^ of peace between 
Gxeat^Britain and France. 

A. D. 1802, May 12th, The Volunteer 
Corps in Lancaster disbanded, and presented 
Lieutenant^Colonel Gibson with a large silr^ 
Tase. 

A. D. 1803, Sunday September 4th, A 
Volunteer Corps of Infantry was embodied in 
Lancaster, consisting of six companies of 60 
men each, John Bradshaw, Esq. was chosen 
Lieutenant^oloneU and William Housman^ 
Esq. Major. ' ^ ■ '' 

A. D. 1803,. September 21st, Prince Wil- 
liam Frederic of Gloucester arrived in Lan- 
caster, and the next morning inspected the 
Volunteers in the Friarage. 

A. I>. 180*> May 33d, The Volunteers 
O 
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left Lancaster for Ormskirk^ and remained 
there three weeks on permanent pay and 
duty; they returned on the 12th June: the 
Mayor^ Corpoi'ation and a great concourse 
of people met them on the Greaves. 

A. D. 1804^ September 25th> The Duke 
of Gloucester, brother to His Majesty, and 
Prince William of Gloucester, son to the 
Duke,^ arrived in Lancaster, in the evening, 
the grenadier company of the Lancaster Vo* 
lunteers were under arms to receive them at 
the King's Arms ; next morning the Duke and 
Prince inspected the Volunteer Corps in the 
Friarage. 

A. T>. 1805, May S7th, The Lancaster 
Volunteers marched to Preston, where they re* 
mained on permaneiit pay and duty till Satur* 
day the 15th June, on which day they return* 
ed to Lancaster, and remained on duty there 
till Sundity evening the 16th Jane.

Iyo de Talebois^ brother to Fulk Earl of 
Anjou^ came oyer with William the Nor- 
man^ who gave him the part of Lancashire 
adjoining Westmorland^ and that part of 
Westmorland called the Barony of Kendal : 
from which gift Ivo derived the title of firsrt 
Baron of Kendal ; and his descendant Wil- 
liam de Talebois^ (son of Gilbert, son of 
Ketel, son of Eldred, son of Ivo,) was the 
fifth Baron pf Kendal and the first, who (by 
permission of Henry II.) took the surname 
of Lancaster, which was confirmed to him 
and his heirs by Parliament, to which he was 
jummoned by that name *,

get Montgomery, surnamed Pictavensis, was 
the first after the conquest, who was styled 
Lord of Lancaster, but was deprived of his 
honours and impeaclied because of his dis* 
loyalty. — 

After the impeachment of Roger of Poictou, 
Ranulph de Gernons possessed the honour of 
Laqcaster, and most of the lands of the for- 
mer. Afterwards, King Stephen conferred the 
title of Lord of Lancaster, upon his own son 
William, Earl of Morton and Warren, on 
whose death A. D, 1189, King Richard the 
First bestowed it upon his brother John af*- 
terwards king of England. 

Henry III. son of King John, A. B. 
1367, presented Edmund Crouch-back, his 
younger son, with the earldom of Lancaster, 
in these words '' the honour, earldom, castle, 
'^ and the town of Lancaster, with the cow* 
^^ pastures and forests of Wiresdale, Lowns- 
'^ dale, Newcastle under Line, and the ma* 
'^nour, forest, and castle of Pickering, the 
^^ manour of Scaleby, the village of Gome- 
^^ cestr^, and the rents of the town of Hun- 
'' tendon'' *. Edmund had issue, Thomei^^ 

* Camden's Britannia* 
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Henry and Jolin^ Thomas was second Earl of 
Lancaster^ but this Earl revolting against 
Edward II. was taken after the battle of Bo-^^ 
rough-abridge^ and led prisoner to Pontjsfiract^ 
and there beheaded A« D. 1333^ leaving no 
issue ; his sentence was afterwards rerersed by 
Act of Parliament^ because he was not tried 
by his Peers ; he was therefore succeeded l^y 
his brother Henry, whose son Henry was^ by- 
the king's special charter and by general con«» 
sent of Parliament, A. D. 1350, cheated first 
t)uke of Lancaster, being the sef^cfnd Dvike^ 
dom created in England, (that of Cornwall 
being the first, in the person of Edward the 
Black Prince.) Henry left two daughters, 
Maud and Blanch, Maud was married first to 
Ralph, son and heii^ to Lord Staffbr^; and 
after his deaib to Willfam ipuke of ^ealaml, 
and died without issue: Blanch married John, 
fourth son of Edward III. commonly called 
John of Gaunt, from his having be^i bom at 
Ghent in Flanders; by which marriage be 
became possessed of the whole ef the Laacas^ 
ter Estates; and was created Dukeof Lasx- 
caster by his fether A. D. 13^,^ he abo ob^ 
tained the Royalties of bim, the' King- ad»f 
vancing the county of Lancaster into a Pai- 
latinate, by the foUowin^*^ rldict, wherein. 
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after he had declared the great services John 
of Gaunt had rendered his country at home 
and abroad ; he proceeds ^' We have granted 
''for us and our heirs^ to our son afore^aid^ 
'' that he during his term of Life^ shall have 
'' within the county of Lancaster his Chan* 
'' eery, and his writs to be issued under his 
'' own seal/ belonging to the office of Chan* 
''cellor; his Justices likewise as well for 
'* pleas of the Crown, as for other pleas re- 
*' lating to common Law ; to have cogni- 
^ zance of them, and to have power of ma- 
'' king all Executions whatsoever by his writs 
'^ and officers. And to have all other Liber- 
'' ties and Royalties of what kind soever ap- 
'' pertaining to a county Palatine, as freely 
'' and fully as the Earl of Chester within the 
'' said county is known to have" *. 

Henry de Bolinbroke son to John of Gaunt 
afterwards succeeded to the Dukedom, who 
having deposed Richard II. and ascended the 
Throne created his son Henry^ afterwards 
Henry Y. Duke of Lancaster, and entailed 
it, upon him and his heirs for ever by an Act 
0^ Parliament. 

f Ctadea'i Britanaia. 
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Henry Y. annexed a great estate to thli 
t)utchy> which had fallen to him in right of 
his mother^ who was the daughter of Hum-> 
phrey Bohun, Earl of Hereford. Afterwards 
Edward IV. in the first year of his reign' 
when he had attainted Henry VI. in Parlia- 
ment for high treason^ annexed it to the 
Crown: but Henry YU. broke this entail; 
and it therefore still retains its own peculiar 
officers *.

BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

FOR THE 

GOVERNMENT 

OF THE 

BOROUGH OF LANCASTER. 

In consequence of the authority granted by the 
different Charters to the Corporation of Lancaster 
they have ordained, for the better government of 
the Borough^ the following By-Laws and Regu- 
lations> viz. 

On the Thursday after the feast of St. Luke, 
the aldermen and twelve capital burgesses shall 
annually choose, from amongst the said aldermen, 
one fit person to serve the office of mayor for the 
year ensuing; in every of which elections this 
order is nevertheless observed, that the said alder- 
men shall be preferred to the office of mayor sue* 
cessively. When an alderman dies the person 
elected in his room is, at the next election of 
mayor, chosen to fill that office for the year en- 
suing: if two or more aldermen should die then 
each of the newly-elected aldermen t*^ be preferred 
to the office of mayor by rotation, according to 
seniority. And if any mayor during the year he 
holds that office should die, the next senior alder- 
man shall be mayor during the remainder of the 
year, and which shall be considered as serving his 
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firofer ttan* Every mayor, after the exjriratioH of. 
his mayoralty, does, accordiiig to the authority of 
the charter granted by Charles the Second, take 
upon himsejf the office of Justice of the Peace in 
the said Borough for the ensuing year, atid at the 
next court after his discharge from such ofBce, he 
is restored to the office of alderman in the same 
degree of precedency which he before held. 

The aldermen and twelve capital burgesses, at the 
^bove-mentioBed court shall annually choose, from 
amongst the said capital burgesses, a fit person to 
execute the ofljce pf bailiff pf th^ brethren for the 
Ibllowing year. 

The fre^ burgesses of the said Borough shall, at 
the same court, annually make choice, from 
amongst the common council, of a fit person' to 
serve the office of bailiff of the .coriimons; and 
also a Serjeant at mace and a bellman for the year 
ensuing. 

The aldermen and capital burgesses shall^ at the 
court to be holden on the second Thursday after 
die feast of St. Luke, annually make choice, from 
amongst the capital burgesses and others who have 
served the office of bailiff of the commons, of 
twelve sufficient persons to be the capital burgesses 
for the following year. 

The common council shall afterwards at the. 
$ame court in every year, and at other times when 
yiecessary, by reason of promotion, death or re- 
fnoval of any from that office^ choose so many oixt 
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of the free burgesses of the said Borough ds virllf 
make up the number of that council to twelve. 

At the same court in evety year the mayor shall 
Appoint his seljeafit, atid also a mace- bearer j and 
the mayor, aldermen and cOvtttcil shall appoint a 
beadle ; each to hold his respective office during the 
pleasure of the mayorr 

When any vacancy occurs in tiie number of al- 
dermen, . within a month after, the mayor shall 
cause the aldermen, capital burgesses and common 
Council to be conv'etied, and shalf thei^ elect a fit 
person or pei^sons from amongst such of the capitiA 
burgesses as have served the office of bailiff of the 
brethren, in order to fill up suehvacaney, which 
election shril be made by the unanimotis conseM 
of the mayor^ aldermen^ capital burgesses , and 
Mmmon council. 

AU persons shall be free from arrest^ under any 
civil process issuing out of the Courts of tiie said 
j^orough, during the time of tlie two assizes and the 
{>ublic furs ; unless (or debt appearing to be con^r 
tfacted within such fairs, or by virtue of etecli# 
iions upon judgments obtained- before.that times^

tSxiractedJrom Tanner^ s Notttia Monasfica by NasmithJ 
Near Cockerham Saad> according to Le- 
land^ WiHiam of Imncaster^ founded or en^ 
dowed an hermitage^ which was afterwards 
made an hospital for a prior and several 
infirm brethren ; dedicated to St. Mary^ and 
subordinate to the abbey of Leicester: but 
^out the year 1190^ it was changed into an 
abbey of Premonstratensian Canons. 

. Thi? abbey> when the reUgioos orderp yref^ 
dissolved^ consisted of twenty-two religious^ 
and fifty-seven servants: according to Dug* 
dale its revenue was .9^.157: Speed sayd 
£^. The site was Ranted to John Kit- 
chen in the 35th of Henry the Eighth.

The ruins of this abbey are yet to be seen 
at the mouth of the Luhe, opposite Sunder- 
land pointy they are separated from the sea- 
beach, by a strong mound: its walls have 
originally covered a considerable extent of 
ground. The chapter-house is still entire, 
and of an octagon form, the roof is sup- 
ported by a pillar in the centre, it is used 
as the tomb of the ancient family of the 
Daltons* 

CISTERTIAN MONKS in WYERSDALE. 

A religious house of Cistertian Monks was 
fixed for some time in Wyersdalfe, near Lan- 
caster, biit not liking tlieir situation in that 
then solitary and uncultivated district, they 
removed to Ireland^ where they founded With- 
ney abbey.

'^ Last Sunday I visited a cavern about five mile^ 
from hence, near the road to Kirkby-Lonsdale, 
called Dunald-Mill-Hole, a curiosity, I think,- infe- 
rior to none of the kind in Derbyshire, which I 
have also seen. It is on the middle of a large com- 
mon, and we are led to it by a brook, nearly as big 
as the New River, which, after turning a com-milE 
just at the entrance of the cave, runs in at its mputh 
by several beautiful. cascades, continuing its course 
two miles under a large mountain, and at last ma- 
king its appearance again near Carnforth, a village 
on the road to Kendal. The entrance of this sub« 
terraneous channel has something most pleasingly 
horrible in it.-*From the mill at the top, you de- 
scend for about ten yards perpendicularly, by means' 
of chinks iit the rocks, and shrubs of trees; the 
road is then almost parallel to the horizon, leading 
to the right, a little winding, till you have some 
hundreds of yards thick of rocks and minerals 
above you. In this manner we proceeded, some* 
times through vaults so capacious^ we could not see 
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eithtr roof or sides; and sometimes on all four^ 
from its narrowness; still following the brook^ 
which entertained us with a sort of harmony well 
suiting the place ; for the different height of its falls 
were as so many keys of music, which all being 
conveyed to us by the ama:&ing echo, greatly added 
to the majestic horror which surrounded us. In our 
return we were more particular in our observations* 
The beautiful lakes (formed by the brook in the 
boUow part of the cavern) realize the fabulous 
Styx ; and murmuring falls from one rock to ano- 
ther, broke the rays of our candles, so as to form 
the most romantic vibrations and appearances upon 
the variegated roof. The sides too are not less re- 
markable for fine colouring ; the damp, the creep- 
ing vegetables, and the seams in the marble and 
limestone parts of the rock^ make as many tints at 
are seen in the r^nbow, and are covered with a per- 
petual varnish from the just-weeping springs that 
trickle from the roof. The curious in grottos, cas- 
cades, &c. might here obuun a just taste of nature. 
When we arrived at the mouth, and once more hail-* 
ed all-chearing day -light, I could not but admire 
the uncouth manner in which nature has thrown 
together those huge rocks, which compose the arch 
over the entrance ; but, as if conscious of its rude« 
ness, she has clothed it with trees and shrubs of the 
most various and beautiful verdure, which bend 
downwards, and with their leaves cover all the fug- 
ged part&^of the rock/'

ANTIQUITIES. 

Figure marked A. 
Is.a Roman Milliarium or Milestone^ which 
was found in the Spring of 1811, in plough- 
ing a field adjoining the canal within the 
township of Ashton : the inscription sup- 
posed to be 

IMP C M JVLIO 
PHILIPPO 
PIO PEL AVG 
That is, Imperatori Ca?sari Marco Julio 
Philippo, Pio Felici, Atigusto. 

Consequently, this stone was erected in the 
reign of, and dedicated to, the Emperor and 
Caesar, Marcus Julius Philippus ; Pious, For- 
tunate and August.— which pious^ fortunate 
and august personage, was originally an ob- 
ficure Arabian soldier, who by his merit ob- 
tained the first military appointments, assassi- 
nated the Emperor Gordian the Younger, in 
244 ; and was himself proclaimed Emperor, 
and afterwards murdered at ^Verona, in the 
year 349i This fixes the age of the stone. 

The Roman road from Lancaster to Man* 
cunium or Manchester, was undoubtedly near 
to the place where this Milliarium was found. 
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This remarkable stone has been about six 
feet high, but is now broken in two ; it is 
preserved by Dr. Lawson Whalley, at Stod- 
day Lodge, near Lancaster. 

Figure marked B. 
A stone hammer found in the neighbour- 
hood of Lancaster, which is a most ancient 
and curious sifbject. Length 9j Inches, 
breadth at the broadest part 4|- Inches, dia- 
meter of the eye to receive the wooden 
shaft 1| Inches, weight 71b, 

All Antiquaries unite in attributing these to 
the Britons. Many similar ones have beeii 
found at different periods, in various parts of 
the island. Mr. Samuel Pegge, in a dis- 
sertation on them, believes they have been in- 
struments of domestic use, and most probably 
for slaying victims for sacrifice, and Used by 
the Britons and other barbarous nations, before 
they were acquainted with the use of iron or 
brass. The knowledge of these metals, it is 
conjectured, was communicated to the Britons 
by the Phoenicians : if this hypothesis be cor- 
rect, it throws back the formation of this 
stone, to an age exceedingly remote, full 300 
years before the invasion of Juliu? Caesar^ 
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This itone is in the possession of Edward 
JoneSj Esq. of Lancaster. 

Head and Figure mdrked C. 
Are two of the Antiques mentioned in page 
78^ as having been found in excayating the 
canal^ within the township of Ashton^ several 
fiset below the surface of the earth. 

Figure marked D. 
The carved stone^ now the dial post> in 
Halton church-yard^ has been supposed by 
some Antiquaries to have been originally a 
cross^ and believed to be the work of the 
Saxons or Danes ; on the side on which the 
horse is represented^ three of the compartments 
we decorated with the fret or interlaced orna* 
ments^ which are attributed to the Danes; 
tiiis is the northern aspect. On the other side 
facing the west^ there are three divisions^ the 
upper one representing an Angela under a se* 
micircular. arch; below, two figures seated, 
each holding something in its hands^ appa- 
rently a taper ; the lowest, under an eliptic 
arch, represents a cross between two figures of 
saints, standing on pedestals. The east side 
of the stone iilso exhibits figures, but which 
the ruthless }i»ii4 of tiipe has almost d^faped. 
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The Southern aspect has fret or interlaced 
ornaments carved on it. 

, DIMENSIONS^ 

Height, near 4 feet. 
Thickness, near 2 feet square. 

The upright stone is fixed in a socket of a 
single stone, cut into three steps. 

Figure marked E. 
Is a monumental stone discovered in Hey- 
sham* church-yard, and now fixed there : 
at the time of its discovery, there were found 
deposited under it, the remains of a human 
skeleton, and also, a piece of iron, which ap- 
parently had been the head of a spear. Seve- 
ral learned Antiquaries have believed it to be 
a very old specimen of Saxon Sculpture : but 

* ** Immediately oa tke coast, in the village of Heysbam ; 
are the ruins of a small ancient building, called St. Pa- 
trick's Chapel. Its architecture is of very early charatter : 
and its entraace door-way has a semicirciilar arch, formed 
out of one stone, ornamented with fiiited mouldiags, run- 
Bing round the whole door-way. The building is very 
small, and seated on a rock. At a short distance fiom one 
end are four holes cut in the shape of stone eefBns, out of 
the original rock ; close to which is a natural bench or seat. 
The whole appears to have been formed as an oratory for a 
catholic priest to offer up prayers for the souls of some ship- 
wrecked persons who were cast away en this coast, and who 
were probably from Ireland.'*

Extract from the Lancaster Gazette^ 
October 7, 1809. 

'^ Within the last few days, upon carrying 
a drain through Church-street, to meet one 
from the Castle, the foundation of a wall, 
composed of large hewn stones, laid in regular 
courses, has been brought to light; also 
many fragments of a beautiful red species 
of pottery, with figures embossed in relief. 
• On one, there is Apollo playing on a lyre ; 
on another, a horse, in full speed. It would 
appear that it has been the custom to stamp 
the maker's names on the bottom of these 
vessels ; as letters, forming part of such 
names, are fresh on this part of several of the 
fragpients alluded to. ^ On one of them is 
QVINTILIANI. M. as distinct as if just 
turned out of the maker's hands. And this 
affords a striking instance of the near 
approach of the ancients to the art of 
printing, without discovering it. To imprint 
a word, or a name, on soft clay, with ^ 
stamp, where the letters were regularly af- 
f^nged^ nxight so easily have been transferred 
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to parchment or papyrus^ that it seems won* 
derful the application should never have 
occurred/' 

'^ Several coins have also been found ; some 
so much defaced as to be incapable of being 
made out. One, however, of silver, is in 
tolerable preservation— A NTONINYS is 
plainly legible round the head ; and on the 
reverse is a figure of Justice sitting." 

'' One of copper is in more perfect preser- 
vation. — The inscription round the head is, 
FAVSTINA AVGVSTA; on the reverse 
is a figure standing with this legend, 
IVNONI REGINAE S C. '' 

'' This coin will be found enumerated in 
Patin's Index Numismatum, p. 412/* 

'' These coins point out the time when they 
might be supposed to have been deposited, 
viz. about the year of the Christian area 159." 

A Roman Altar has also recently been found 
in the Garden of John Ford, Esq. adjoining 
the Vicarage Fields ; one side of which has 
the sacrificial knife carved thereon. It has 

S 
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pfabably had an inscription on it^ but none ^ 
legible. 

In April 1811, when the workmen were 
Mridening the turnpike road leading to Hornby, 
in the vicirtity of 4he toll-bar, at the end of St. 
Ijeonard-Gate, in a field adjoining to and on 
the south side af the road, the remains of 
many human skeletons were found; and also a 
tomb-stone with a cross carved on it. 

Whether this situation has been the cemet- 
ery belonging to the hospital for lepers, de- 
dicated to St. Leonard*, (from which the 
street leading to it derives its name); or 
whether these bones are the remains of some 
persons killed in battle, it is not easy to de- 
termine ; the discovery of the tomb-stone im- 
plies a burying ground, the stone bears that 
form which prevailed bejtween the 12th and 
14th centuries.
